A warrant has been issued for the 
arrest of R. C. Macdonald, who, on 
Wednesday of this week, left his po­ 
sition as principal of McKinley school 
and left the city.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 
25.—Nine 
deaths from heat were reported to tho 
coroner up to 5 p. rn. yesterday. Tho 
victims were all infanta. 
The day proved one of the hottest 
ever registered here for any month 
of May. Intense suffering la reported 
everywhere, 
especially 
among 
the 
poorer classes, this being greatly aug 
mented by a shortage of ice. 
In one. crowded 
tenement 
there 
were three deaths of infants reported 
in as many hours. Inability to obtain 
milk and lack of loe were given aa 
the causes of death in each case.

PRACTICAL ROAD WORK 


A large and energetic Automobile 
Club has recently been organized at 
Anaheim, its sole avowed object be­ 
ing to work in a practical way for the 
betterment of roads in Orange county. 
To this end it bas been 
suggested 
th a t aa alliance be formed with the 
Santa Ana Automobile Club, a sug­ 
gestion which should, and doubtless 
will be, received with enthusiasm by 
th# autoists of this section. 
There Is absolutely no difference of 
opinion as to the crying necessity of 
road Improvement in Orange county; 
nor is there any material opposition 
to a well-considered plan which will 
Involve the expenditure of a large sum 
for the making of permanent 
high­ 
ways. 
It is now practically assured 
that In the course of the next year or 
two there will be a state highway ex­ 
tending through the county, 
along 
the line of El Camino Real; It Is also 
probable that at some time In the not 
distant future the county will vote a 
bond Issue for the construction of a 
system of paved roads reaching the 
various sections. 
But a t the best these things will 
take time. The proposition In which 
automobilists, and for that 
matter, 
all citizens who have the advance­ 
ment of the county at heart, are most 
Interested at present is how to obtain 
Immediate, even if only temporary re­ 
lief, from the present Intolerable con­ 
ditions.
